CSTON, July 1.-—Miss Harriet 
B Quimby of New York, the first 
woman to win an aviator's - 
cense in America, and the first woman 
wo cross the English Channel in an 
aeroplane, was instantly killed with 
her „ W. A. P. Willard, man- 
ager of the Boston aviation meet, at 
Atlantic, tonight, when her Bleriot 
monoplane fell into Dorchester Bay 
from a height of a thousand feet. 
The accident when Miss 
Quimby and Willard were returning 
from a trip over Boston Harbor to 
Boston Light, a distance of twenty 
miles in all. The flight was made in 
twenty minutes. The Bleriot, one of 
the latest models of military mono- 
planes, circled the aviation field and 
soared out off over the Savin Hill 
Yacht Club, just outside the aviation 


and one of the gusts caught the tall 
of the monoplane, throwing the ma- 
chine up in the air. For an instant 
it poised there. Then. sharply out- 
lined against the setting sun, Willard 
was thrown clear of the chassis, fol- 
lowed almost immediately by Miss 
Quimby. Hurtling over and over, the 
two figures shot downward, striking 


before the monoplane plunged down 
fifteen feet away. sf 

It was low tide and the water was 
only five feet deep. Men from the 
yacht club, in motor boats, were on 
the spot quickly and leaping over- 
board dragged the bodies out of the 
mud into which they h sunk deer- 
ly. Death probably was taneous. 


BODIES BADLY CRUSHED. 
Both bodies were badly crushed.

bruises. Willard, who weighed 190 
pounds, hit the water face first and 
over one eye there was a gash from 
which the blood was flowing. He, too, 
sustained several fractures and 
bruises. The clothing of both flyers 
was torn and the bodies were 80 cov- 
ered with mud that it was several 
minutes before the doctors and nurses 
could determine the full extent of the 
injuries.

THE NIGHT SESSION

BALTIMORE, July 1.—A weary, 
bedraggied, Ppeevish aggregation of 
delegates and alternates to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention drifted in- 
to the convention hall tonight, with 
a long night session in prospect.

NEW SENATOR | 
FROM SAN ,DIEGO.

The 
receipts for the year amounted to 
$691,140,000 as compared with $701,-

the surplus was $47,234,000. The tax 
on corporations yielded $28,583,000, 
as compared with $33,517,000 in 1911.

WEARS A COCKED HAT. _ 


Lord Mayor of London Preserves 
the Traditional Custom of the High 
Court. 
[New Tork Sun:] A curious sur- 


in London every Lord Mayor’s day. 
This is an official visit of the Lord 
Mayor to the law courts. 

In other days the ‘sovereign him- 
self awaited at Westminster the com- 
ing of the Lord Mayor in a chariot 
of state, with a sword bearér, mace 
holder, chaplain and gorgeously- 
liveried coachmen and footmen. The 
forms have been changed, and the 
visit is now paid to the high court, 
but the spirit of the act remains, for 
the Lord Mayor opens his term in the 
Mansion’ House with a ceremonial in- 
volving recognition of the supreme 
authority of the crown. 

The instrument used for expressing 
this traditional idea is an old-fash- 
loned cocked hat. When the Lord 
Mayor, in his robes of office, enters 
the high court with his retinue in 
costume he solemnly lifts his cocked 
hat three times from his head and 
salutes the Lord Chief Justice and the 
justices. 

The judges wear robes and wigs 
when in court. For Lord Mayor's 
day they have also a flat black cap; 
which can be slipped over the top of 
the wig. The Lord Chief Justice and 
his associates return the Lord Mayor's 
salute gravely, but they do not take 
of their Diack caps. Were they to 
do this they would place the crown 
upon a level of equality with the 
municipality. They greet the Lord 
Mayor without uncovering’ their 
heads, and the principle of the 
supremacy of the crown is safe. 

The Lord Mayor with his retinue 
subsequently visits the judges in other 
courts to invite them to the Gulld- 
hall banquet. When the rustling 
notse of the procession is heard each 
judge fumbles in a drawer, pulls out 
@ little square of black cloth and 
crowns his wig with it.

At a joint meeting of the park 
board and the Los Angeles Zoologi- 
cal Society held over an informal 
luncheon at Levy’s yesterday noon, 
the appointment of Prof. Charlies L. 
Edwards to be city naturalist, was 
confirmed, and plans presented by Ed- 
wards for an aquarium to be built. at 
some convenient point along the coast 
approved. 

Prof. Edwards presented @ paper 
detailing the advantages of establish- 
ing zoological gardens at Griffith 
Park. This year’s municipal budget 
contains an appropriation of $5000 to 
start this work, and the money will be 
expended under the direction of Prof. 
Bdadwards in preparing the park for 
the removal of the Eastlake con- 
tingent of animals to their new home. 

No appropriation has been made 
for the aquarium, which is to be of 
reinforced concrete, and will cost 
from $8000 to $10,000. It is expected 
the society will finance this project, 
although the park board, the mem-

PSYCHOPATHIC WARD.

TRUSTEES ENJOINED. 

Corona Board May Not Enforce 

Ordinance Regulating Rates of Gas 
Company in Bankruptcy. 

Judge Wellborn of the United States 
District Court, yesterday confirmed 
the order of Lynn Helm, referee in 
bankruptcy, restraining the Board of 
Trustees of Corona from enforcing an 
ordinance fixing the rate for the con- 
sumption of gas for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1911. 3 

The action arose in bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings of the San Bernardino Val- 
ley Gas Company. The Los Angeles 
Trust and Savings Bank filed a peti- 
tion last August for a rule upon the 
city of Corona, through its Trustees, 
H. H. Holmes, E. T. Kidder, A. 8. 
Gillett, Edward Davis and A. H. Cross 
to show cause why they. should not 
be restrained from enforcing the or- 
dinance passed by the Board of Trus- 
tees March 28, 1911. It was alleged 
that the ordinance was unconstitu- 
tional and void, and that it did not 
allow the owners of the property a 
return of 7 per cent. on their invest- 
ment. 

The ordinance provided that, dur- 
ing the period noted, the price of gas 
should be $1.50 a thousand feet, with 
a minimum charge of $1 a month, 
with a rebate of 25 cents per thousand 
feet for payment before the tenth. 
The order restraining the enforcment 
of the ordinance was signed by the 
referee August 14, 1911. 


PLEAD NOT GUILTY. 

In the United States District Court 
yesterday Thomas G. and J. W. Mc- 
Garvin, charged with smuggling, 
pleaded not gullty. E. Carpenter, 
one of the first men arrested in con- 
nection with the job entered a similar 
plea.

Garrison and others to compel the 
North Pasadena Land and Water 
Company to deliver water to the 
plaintiffs, has been passed upon by 
the Supreme Court and the judg- 
ment of Judge Hervey, in favor of 
the defendant corporation, affirmed.

“The fruit fly reaches California 
once in a while at San Francisco,” 
he said, “but it is caught in time. 
Hawaii is suffering from the pest to 
such an extent that I believe all kinds 
of fruit that come from that territory 
except pineapples are barred. The 
watch for the Mexican orange maggot 
is close, too. 80 far we have been 
fortunate in managing to keep the 
out the Florida white fly, although in 
one shipment that came by rail the 
pest was discovered.” 

Parasitical insects imported to keep 
down the insect pests are doing a 
great work, he said, in lessening the 
damage done by the various scales.

Strychnine Recommended to Hol- 
lywood Woman Against Chickens, 
She Says; Now She Is Arrested.

Strong has important backers. She 
has a beautiful garden and she says 
the Pursell chickens dug up the roots 
of flowers. She declares that she was 
advised by the Hollywood police to 
take the course she did. That Pur- 
sell’s trained horses and dogs trample 
her lawns is another matter, she says, 
but she refuses to entertain his chick- 
ens. Mrs. Pursell found the dish of 
strychnine in time to prevent dam- 
age, it is asserted.
